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SAN DIEGO EXPOSITION [{S SET- 
TLING DOWN FOR LONG RUN. 
With the tumult of the opening 

night and Year's day diminishing, 
the San Diego Exposition has _ set- 
tled down for its all-year ‘run,” 
with activities scattered over the 
entire space of 614 acres. With the 
exception of Nevada, whose large 
building is situated on the Alameda, 
the Western States have their build- 
ings along La Via de los Estodos, on 
the lower plateau, and from early 
morning until late at night there is 
open house in all these buildings for 
the entertainment of visitors from 
other sections. 

The main buildings are closed at 
sunset, to allow for: the installation 
of fresh exhibits, but along El Prodo, 
on which they are located, and in the 
various plazas there continue special 
evening events in the way of con- 
certs and parades’ until midnight 
when the gates are closed. This rule 
did not operate on New Year's eve. 
It was just at Midnight that Presi- 
Washington, pressed 
the telegraph key which officially 
opened the Exposition, threw on all 
lights at full voltage and set off the 
array of fire works at the lower end 
of the Plaza de los Estados. 

At that moment there broke ioose 
all the enthusiasm of the 42,000 peo- 
ple who had been pouring through 
the gates since sunset, many in car- 
nival costume and all lightly clad 
for wandering about in the balmy cli- 
mate of New Year’s in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The babel of noise which be- 
gan then did not end until nearly 
sunrise when the crowd vanished, to 
come back for the more dignified 
ceremonies of the following day in 
which there figured Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo representing Presi- 
dent Wilson, Secretary Lyman J. 
Gage, Count del Valle de Salazar rep- 
resenting Alfonso XIII of Spain, Gov. 
Johnson of California, Gov. Spry of 
Utah, Gov. de Baca of New Mexico, 
Rear Admiral T. B. Howard, com- 
manding the Pacific fleet, John Bar- 
rett, director of the Pan-American 
Union, representing the Latin Ameri- 
can nations, and other celebrities.

Sixteen thousand, one hundred and 
forty-six and one-fourth cars of de- 
ciduous fruits were shipped out of 
the State in 1914, as compared with

The gross valuation of this tonnage 
is approximately $17,000,000. 

The 1914 crop of lima beans is es- 
timated as 1,500,000 bags, eighty Ibs. 
per bag, value to the State, $1,250,000. 
This is the largest crop ever raised 
in the State, the weather throughout 
the growing season being ideal. 

The shipments of citrus fruits dur- 


ing the season 1913-14 returned to 
California approximately $29,300,000. 


This amount is the largest ever re- 
turned except in the season 1910-11. 
During the year ended October 31, 
1914, the shipments of oranges to- 
teled 45,306 cars, 5798 boxes in 
excess of any other year. 

The shipments of oranges during 
the season 1914-15 promise to be 
nearly, as heavy as during 1913-14. 
To December 23 there have been 
shipped 5175 cars of oranges from 
California, which is 400 cars more 
than have been shipped in any of 
the three preceding years to the 
same date. 

The 1914 walnut crop did not ex- 
ceed 8500 tons, which is about 65 
per cent of an average.

500,000 pounds, giving a total valua- 
tion of $1,222,000 for the honey bee 
products of the State for 1914. 

The butter production of Califor- 
nia for the year 1914, ended Septem- 
jber 30, was 59,286,460 pounds, as 
against 55,542,709 pounds on the cor- 
responding date in 1913, according 
to report of the State Dairy Bureau. 
|The total value of the dairy products 
is placed at $33,941,493. 

The total pack of California can- 
1914 is estimated at 
about 5,500,000 cases of the market 
value of about $15,000,000. The total 
canned vegetable pack is estimated 
at about 3,000,000 cases; approximate 
value of the pack is about $6,000,000.

Experiments are being made with 
sugar in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. Importations were recently made 
from Glendale, Ariz., by the San Joa- 
quin Sugar Company of Visalia. 

A Sacramento nurseryman has 
purchased the forty-acre home place 
of the Murdoch ranch near Orland 
and will establish a big nursery in 
the early spring. The new nursery 
will start with 150,000 trees, mostly 
oranges and olives. 

Large quantities of cotton are be- 
ing ginned in the Imperial Valley at 
the present time, and the bales are 
being stored in the various ware- 
houses and in numerous other places 
where cotton is stored. & Every gin 
in the valley is running at full ca- 
pacity and the cotton is being picked 
as fast as possible. 

One of the largest deal of the year 
in Oakland real estate was the sale 
of the Hewston property, consisting 
of 500 acres located in the Fruitvale 
district, between Mills College and 
the new Sequoyah Country Club. Ti- 
tle to this property was transferred 
to a syndicate. Surveyors are al- 
ready at work preparing the land 
for market in small acreage tracts.
